50  YEARS  AGO  IN  NLMISVATICS 

As  recorded  in  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook:  The  war 
effort  continues  to  dominate  currency  and  numismatic 
news  in  general.  There  must  have  been  an  awful  lot  of 
griping  about  the  1943  zinc  cents,  as  plans  were 
already  being  laid  in  late  43  to  make  the  shellcase 
copper  cents  of  1944.  The  cartridge  cases  were  70% 
copper  and  30  % zinc.  After  melting  them  down  it  was 
expected  that  by  adding  virgin  copper,  a cent  of  90% 
copper  and  10  % alloy  could  be  minted  in  1944.  This 
would  look  like  the  prewar  cent,  but  actually  have  5% 
more  tin  and  zinc  content.  The  zinc  cents,  however, 
saved  the  use  of  4,600  tons  of  copper  . . . enough  to  meet 
the  combined  requirements  of  1,200,000  field  gun 
shells,  1,245  flying  fortresses,  120  field  guns,  120 
howitzers,  2 cruisers  and  2 destroyers. 

1943  Dnickels  were  being  actively  promoted  by  a 1 1 the 
advertisers.  10% over  face  plus  postage  and  insurance. 

It  was  reported  that  Denver  Mint  Super  intendentMsses 
E.  Smi  th  had  13 ,000,000  old  silver  dollars  to  me  It,  but 
first  must  rush  out  cents  and  nickels  to  meet 
unprecedented  demands. 

An  1891  Martha  Washington  Silver  Certificate  was 
available  fromBebee  Coin  and  Stamp  in  uncirculated 
condition  for  $4.50.  Ben’s  Stamp  and  Coins  offered 
1,000  Indian  cents  for  $15. 00... a bit  like  wheat  cents 
nowadays . 

A reader  in  the  Southwes  t Pacific  report s he  has  seen 
17  varieties  of  "Jap  Invas ion  M^ney " . 

"From  a Yank  overseas:  The  English  have  a habit  of 
calling  a pound  a "quid",  a shilling  a"bob",  and  a 
sixpence  becomes  a "tanner".  But  I’m  going  to  get  even 
one  of  these  days  , I’m  going  into  a bank  with  a double 
sawbuck  and  ask  for  a couple  of  fins,  a deuce  a flock 
of  cartwheels,  some  half  bucks  and  two-bit  pieces  and 
some  jits  for  some  jive  on  the  juke."  Sgt.  H. 
Prenevost,  England.

The  best  of  Show  went  to  an  exhibit  on  the  Pine 
Tree  Sh i 1 1 i ng  and  won  an  uncirculated  Isabella  quarter 
and  a trip  to  the  ANA  Simmer  School  in  Colorado.  The 
prizes  just  keep  getting  better  and  better.  All  RVtM 
members  who  exhibited  also  received  a batch  of  paper 
money  books  from  Dr.  Wally  Lee  hoard.  Thanks  Wally. 

A Reader  Questions  a Bowen’s  listing: 

Dear  Mr.  Brandimore: 

I have  been  doing  some  research  on  a Michigan  listed 
banknote  and  would  like  to  share  my  findings  in  the  Rag 
Pi cker . 
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In  Harold  Bowen ’ s book  on  Michigan  obsolete  banknotes 
there  is  listed  for  Lansing,  a banknote  for  the  Homer 
and  Genoa  Turnpike  Co.  I believe  this  is  not  a Michigan 
note,  but  a note  from  New  York. 

The  printed  date  on  the  note  says  June  3,  1817, 
according  to  my  research  Lansing  was  just  a wilderness 
at  this  time.  The  Lansing  area  was  first  platted  and 
recorded  as  Biddle  City  in  1836,  later  changed  to 
Michigan,  and  then  to  the  name  Lansing  in  1848.  The 
town  of  Homer  was  first  organized  in  1834,  I can  find 
two  listings  for  Genoa  in  Michigan  both  dating  from  the 
1830’s . 

There  is  a Lansing,  NY,  located  south  of  Syracuse  and 
a town  of  Homer  about  twenty  miles  away.  I haven’t 
been  able  to  find  Genoa  on  a current  map  but  have  found 
a listing  for  large  and  small  national  bank  notes  from 
Genoa,  NY.  The  only  banknote  from  this  company  I have 
seen  is  a 50  cent  note  that  didn’t  mention  the  state  of 
origin. 

Because  of  the  early  date  of  1817,  I believe  notes  of 
this  company  are  not  from  Lansing,  MI;  but  from 
Lansing,  NY.  I would  be  interested  in  hearing  more 
information  anyone  has  on  this  company.

Larry  toldme  at  the  Thanksgiving  Show  that  he  received 
a lot  of  calls  on  the  sheet,  which  he  cut  so  six 
collectors  could  enjoy  one  of  these  special  notes.  He 
sold  all  the  notes  in  a very  short  time  and  had  to  tell 
subsequent  callers  requesting  a note  that  he  was  sold 
out.  As  he  was  quoted  in  the  article,  Michigan,  and 
Upper  Peninsul a Mi  chi gan  Nat iona 1 s appear  to  be  very 
s t rong .

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Collecting  One  Bank  Note 
from  each  Country 

by  Jerry  Remick, 

The  Table  that  accompanies  this  article  lists  the  187  countries  currently  issuing  their 
own  banknotes  and  23  countries  that  use  banknotes  of  another  country,  having  none  of 
their  own.  Add  the  United  States  to  the  Table  and  there  are  188  countries  currently 
issuing  their  banknotes. 

The  Table  also  lists,  as  of  February  5,  1993,  the  number  of  units  of  currency  for  any 
country  needed  to  purchase  one  United  States  dollar,  except  for  a few  countries  where 
values  with  a marked  “M”  indicate  how  much  it  costs  in  United  States  currency  to  buy 
one  foreign  unit.  For  example,  the  Table  shows  that  on  February  5,  1993,  $1,264 
Canadian  purchased  one  U.S.  dollar,  but  it  took  $1.47  U.S.  to  purchase  one  punt  of  the 
Republic  of  Ireland’s  currency. 

This  Table  is  a useful  check-list  for  those  who  wish  to  form  a collection  of  one  or 
more  banknotes  from  each  country  currently  issuing  them.  This  is  a most  instructive 
collection,  especially  for  a youngster,  as  the  youngster  learns  geography,  the  relative 
value  of  each  country’s  monetary  unit,  and  something  about  the  country. 

Twenty-three  countries  listed  in  the  Table  use  the  banknotes  of  another  country  as 
they  have  none  of  their  own,  so  they  can  be  crossed  off  the  list  and  need  not  be  collected. 
This  leaves  187  countries  listed  in  the  Table  that  issue  their  own  banknotes.  Countries 
listed  in  the  Table  that  use  banknotes  of  other  countries  are:  Andorra,  Armenia,  British 
Virgin  Island,  Georgia,  Greenland,  Kazakhstan,  Kiribati,  Kyrgysztan,  Liechtenstein, 
Marshall  Islands,  Monaco,  Montenegro,  Nambia,  Nauru,  Palau,  Panama,  San  Marino, 
Tajikstan,  Turkmenistan,  Turks  & Caicos,  Tuvalu,  Uzbekistan  and  Vatican  City.  The 
seven  Russian  republics  listed  in  this  paragraph  are  now  using  the  Russian  rouble  as 
currency,  and  will  probably  eventually  have  their  own  currency.  Greenland, 
Liechtenstein,  Namibia  and  Panama  once  had  their  own  banknotes.  Namibia  is  planning 
on  once  again  issuing  its  own  banknotes,  probably  this  Fall. 

C.P.A.,  C.F.P.,  East  Caribbean  and  Sterling,  which  appear  under  the  country  column 
in  the  Table,  are  monetary  units  used  by  four  different  groups  of  countries,  each  of  the 
countries  being  listed  separately  in  the  Table.  So  these  four  monetary  units  can  be 
crossed  off  the  Table,  as  they  are  not  separate  note-issuing  countries. 

The  United  States  of  America  should  be  added  to  the  Table. 

To  summarize.  After  crossing  off  the  23  above-mentioned  countries  not  having 
notes  of  their  own  and  the  four  monetary  units  listed  in  the  country  column,  and  adding 
the  United  States  to  the  Table,  we  are  left  with  188  countries  currently  issuing  their  own 
banknotes. 

Eight  Caribbean  Island  countries,  all  former  British  Colonies,  use  banknotes  issued 
by  the  Eastern  Caribbean  Central  Bank,  each  country  having  its  own  letter  after  the  serial 
number.  Otherwise,  the  notes  are  identical.  These  banknotes  are  catalogued  under  East 
Caribbean  States  in  the  “Standard  Catalogue  of  World  Paper  Money,  Volume  II”  by 
Albert  Pick.  The  countries  with  their  identifying  letter  after  the  serial  number  are: 
Antigua  (A),  Dominica  (D),  Grenada  (C),  St.  Kitts  (K),  St.  Lucia  (L),  Montserrat  (M), 
Anguilla  (U)  and  St.  Vincent  (V).  Since  the  only  difference  in  the  notes  issued  by  each  of 
these  eight  countries  is  a letter  after  the  serial  number,  some  collectors  of  one  note  from 
each  country  may  wish  to  collect  one  type  note  issued  by  the  Eastern  Caribbean  Central 
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Bank  rather  than  the  series  of  eight  notes  each  having  a different  letter.  While  the  SI  00 
note  issued  by  the  Eastern  Caribbean  Central  Bank  was  replaced  by  a coin  a few  years 
ago,  it  is  still  available  from  some  dealers  in  unc.  condition  for  about  $2.50  U S.  The 
$5.00  banknote  is  now  the  lowest  denomination  being  issued  for  this  area. 

Seven  African  countries,  all  former  French  colonies,  use  the  banknotes  issued  by 
the  Banque  Centrale  des  Etats  de  l’Afrique  de  l’Ouest,  which  is  catalogued  under  West 
African  States  in  Albert  Pick’s  catalogue  cited  above.  Each  country  has  its  own 
distinctive  letter  on  the  obverse  of  each  note  in  the  bottom  left  comer  and  the  upper  right 
comer.  Except  for  this  identifying  letter,  the  notes  are  identical.  The  countries  with  their 
distinctive  letter  in  the  bottom  left  and  upper  right  comers  on  the  obverse  side  are:  Ivory 
Coast  (A),  Benin  (B),  Burkina  Faso  (C),  Mali  (D),  Niger  (H),  Senegal  (K)  and  Togo  (T). 
Again,  some  collectors  of  one  note  from  each  country  may  wish  to  collect  just  one  type 
of  note  issued  by  the  Banque  Centrale  des  Etats  de  L’Afrique  de  l’Ouest  rather  than 
seven  notes,  each  differing  only  in  a single  letter. 

My  advice  is  to  start  by  collecting  one  banknote  in  uncirculated  condition  from  each 
country  now  issuing  them.  You  should  collect  only  unc.  notes  as  they  are  not  expensive 
in  a collection  of  one  from  each  country. 

If  you  wish  to  expand  your  collection,  then  collect  one  banknote  from  each  country 
where  the  country’s  name  has  changed.  Examples  are  British  Honduras  which  is  now 
known  as  Belize  and  Rhodesia  which  is  now  known  as  Zimbabwe. 

There  are  also  some  countries  which  once  issued  notes,  but  no  longer  do  so.  Some 
examples  are  Greenland,  Newfoundland,  St.  Pierre  & Miquelon  and  East  Germany. 

There  are  also  currency  boards  which  formerly  issued  notes  used  in  several  or  more 
countries,  but  are  now  no  longer  issuing  such  banknotes.  Two  examples  are  West  African 
Currency  Board  and  East  African  Currency  Board. 

Once  you  have  one  banknote  or  more  from  most  of  the  countries  currently  issuing 
them,  you  may  wish  to  start  a collection  of  type  notes  from  one  or  several  countries  that 
interest  you  or  a topical  collection  with  a topic  that  interests  you,  such  as  birds,  animals, 
fish,  trains,  etc.  Again  try  to  get  notes  in  uncirculated  condition  and  if  they  are  scarce,  the 
best  condition  you  can  afford. 

Some  collectors  may  wish  to  collect  notes  from  a number  of  countries  that  have  a 
common  bond.  Examples  are  notes  issued  by  British  Commonwealth  countries,  former 
French  Colonies,  former  Portugese  colonies,  Arab  countries,  African  countries,  etc. 

You  can  store  your  collection  in  plastic  pages  with  pockets  in  them  for  the  notes  or 
use  one  paper  envelope  for  the  notes  of  each  country.  If  you  use  the  plastic  pages  with 
pockets  for  a collection  of  one  note  for  each  country,  I would  suggest  that  a thin  strip  of 
paper  by  put  in  the  pocket  with  the  note  for  each  country,  giving  the  name  of  the  country, 
its  monetary  unit  and  the  value  of  its  monetary  unit  in  terms  of  the  U S.  dollar. 

“THE  STANDARD  CATALOG  OF  WORLD  PAPER  MONEY,  6TH  EDITION, 
VOLUME  II,  GENERAL  ISSUES’’  by  Albert  Pick  published  in  July  1990  is  an 
excellent  reference.  The  1136  page  catalogue  is  out  of  print  but  may  still  be  available 
from  dealers.  Its  original  cost  was  $49.00  US  plus  postage. 

A very  useful  reference  showing  photos  of  each  denomination  of  banknote  currently 
circulating  in  each  country  is  the  “MRI  BANKERS’  GUIDE  TO  FOREIGN 
CURRENCY”  by  Amoldo  Efron.  The  $250  page  catalogue,  issued  quarterly,  is  available 
at  a special  price  of  $40.00  US  postpaid  to  numismatists  from  the  publisher  Monetary 
Research  International,  P.O.  Box  3174,  Houston,  Texas  77253  - 3174  (telephone  (713) 
654-1900).  A copy  of  this  book  should  be  in  each  coin  club  library,  as  it  is  very  useful 
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for  those  visiting  foreign  countries  as  well  as  an  excellent  collection  of  photographs  of 
banknotes  in  circulation  around  the  world.  The  Table  shown  with  this  article  is  taken 
from  the  Spring  1993  edition  of  this  catalogue. 

The  International  Banknote  Society  publishes  an  illustrated  quarterly  journal 
devoted  to  banknotes  of  the  world  and  an  annual  address  list  of  their  membership.  Their 
latest  address  list  contains  addresses  cf  over  2160  members  from  83  countries,  so  there  is 
a good  possibility  for  trading  and  pen  pals.  Annual  dues  are  $17.50  U.S.  and  may  be  sent 
to  Milan  AJusic,  P.O.  Box  1642,  Racine,  Wisconsin  53401.  A large  number  of  dealers  in 
foreign  banknotes  advertise  in  this  journal,  now  in  its  33rd  year. 

It  is  advantageous  to  have  price  lists  from  several  dealers  as  the  notes  offered  for 
sale  vary  from  one  dealer  to  the  next,  often  with  slight  price  difference  for  the  same  note.
